If you’re in the market for an advanced 395cc four-stroke twin-cylinder 
motorcycle with a 70.5mmX50.6mm bore and stroke, start lining up at your 
local Honda dealership. The Honda Hawk series includes an automatic 
(above) and a deluxe model (below) as well as a spoked-wheels-and-drum- 
brakes economy model. The single overhead cam engine has three valves 
per cylinder (two intake, one exhaust), CDI ignition, counterbalancers to 
control vibration, constant velocity carbs, and a collective two-inch-two 
exhaust system with a balancing chamber. Two-stage shocks, a new frame 
design and an effort to keep weigth toward the center of the bike and as 
low as possible aid handling. In an as-yet-unpublished Cycle Guide 
magazine test, a standard model Hawk took 14.7 second to run the standing- 
start quarter mile, finishing with a terminal speed of 87.0 miles per hour. 
That's faster than the Suzuki GS400, Honda CJ360, Kawasaki KZ400 and 
Yamaha XS360-2D tested by Cycle Guide. The Hondamatic Hawk turned 
17.7 seconds at 75 m.p.h. 


Honda will send Marland Whaley to 
Europe for the four final World 
Championship Trials Rounds, in 
Sweden, Finland, Czechoslovakia and 
Switzerland. Then Whaley, who 
recently clinched another U.S. 
Championship, will return to American 
to finish the National Trials Series. 


Mike Baeder crashed hard in the 
Sears Point Expert 750 Final 
Sunday when the side gasket blew 
out on his TZ350, spewing oil onto 
the bike's rear tire. Despite early 
fears of onlookers who saw the 
bike jump up and down on Baeder 
during the violent crash, Beader 
was not seriously injured and is 
resting at home. Before Sears 
Point, Baeder had been dominating 
250 GP club races in Southern 
California.

Bubba Rush rolled his van outside of 
Ottumwa, Iowa two weeks ago but 
escaped with minor leg injuries. He 
should be ready to defend his lead in 
the AMA central region dirt track 
championships when the series 
resumes at Santa Fe. 


The American Motorcyclists Assn. 
(AMA) Board of Trustees has 
announced that AMA Executive 
Director Barrie Best will assume 
overall responsibility for all AMA 
activities, including professional 
racing. Best immediately 
appointed Doug Mockett of 
Manhatten Beach, Calif. to be 
commissioner of professional 
racing, a newly-created position. 
Mockett, 37, will direct the 
professional racing division. 


On a recent swing east, the Cycle News, 
Inc. president saw two paved short 
tracks where motorcycle races are 
successfully run. One was a plain 
asphalt %-mile oval in northern 
Wisconsin, the other a “dusted” 
asphalt %-mile next to the Laconia 
road race course. The local association 
spreads about 1% inch of oiled clay on 
the surface and the action is terrific. 
Especially those rooster tails. None of 
this is AMA, by the way. 


According to a recent copy of the 
National Enquirer, Gary Davis does 
all the motorcycle riding and stunts 
as a double for Evel Knievel in the 
new movie “Viva Knievel.” Davis, 
26, was quoted by the Enquirer as 
saying "The producers wouldn't let 
him (Knievel) ride at all in the 
picture. | did the stunts because 
they were afraid he'd get hurt — 
he's been hurt a lot." The Enquirier 
story went on to quote Davis as 
saying that “He (Knievel) is always 
scared going into a jump. He paces 
a lot and drinks to calm himself 
down.” 


Superbowl of Motocross winner Jimmy 
Weinert broke his left arm in a crash 
at Saddleback Park in Orange, Calif., 
on July 12. Weinert crashed on a 
jump, and according to witnesses, had 


- to wait an hour for an ambulance. 


He'll be out of action for most, if not 
all, of the 500cc National motocross 
series. 


R.J. Reynolds Co., through Camel 
cigarettes, pumps in a lot of money 
to the AMA Grand National series. 
The money is presumably spent to 
promote and sell Camel cigarettes. 
How come a cohort of Papa's 
couldn't find a pack of Camels at 
the recent Castle Rock TT, a race 
on the Camel Pro Series? 


Due to the water shortage and high 
fire danger, fires at Hollister Hills 
State Vehicular Recreation Area will 
be limited to approved portable camp 
stoves. Smoking will be restricted to 
areas free of easily combustible 
materials. 


The American Motorcyclist Assn. 
(AMA) is pondering the problem 
“how fast is too fast?” Tire makers 
say they can’t keep up with 
present-day 180 m.p.h. racing 
speeds and bikes have to either 
slow or blow. This will be a blow 
indeed to the motorcycle tuners 
and  modifiers, who rather 
expected the tire industry to keep 
up with their efforts. One would 
think that if car tires can withstand 
800 hp, 200 m.p.h., motorcycle tires 
could be built that would go the 
limit. But such is life. 


Due to poor rider support, the every- 
Friday-night American Federation of 
Motorcyclists $500 purse short-track 
road races at 605 Speedway in 
Irwindale, Calif. have been cancelled. 
Dicing on a %-mile, eight-turn track 
just doesn't seem to appeal to 
California club racers. 


Word from the continent is that 
Takazumi Katayama, who finished 
third at Daytona this year, will miss 
both the Laguna Seca, Calif. and 
the Mosport, Canada Formula 750 
races to instead enter the Bol D'or 
24-hour endurance race at Le 
Mans, France. Katayama and 
partner Roger Ruiz will share the 
same TZ750 that Katayama rode at 
Daytona. 


Heard in the pits: Superbike 
Production riders are talking about 
boycotting Laguna Seca because of a 
lack of prize money for the popular 
class. Probable participants in the 
boycott, which include Cook Neilson, 
Mike Baldwin, Steve McLaughlin, 
Ron Pierce and Reg Pridmore, point 
out that the Superbikes cut lap times 
as fast or faster than the 250cc Expert 
and 250cc Novice bikes, sound better, 
and provide a much better spectator 
show. Yet the Superbike Production 
winner at Sears Point won a paltry 
$280. In fact, the racing in the 
Superbike class is usually closer and 
fiercer than in the 750 Expert class, 
which paid runaway winner Kenny 
Roberts over $3,000 for the win. 


Model Motorcycle Noise Control 
Program is not about those noisy 
model motorcycles, but is a study 
and proposals by the Motorcycle 
Industry Council aimed at guiding 
federal and state government in 
writing reasonable, effective 
noise regulations for new and 
modified motorcycles.

Medford Raceway and Sunny 
Valley Speedway reports 


One of the managers of the Medford 
Raceway, Dale Osborne, visited our 
track two weeks ago, and while there, 
complained to my husband because I 
wasn't sending any race coverage from 
his track in to Cycle News this year. 
My husband explained that 
involvement in our own races made 
time very limited but we would try to 
attend their races and oblige them 
with articles and results. (They run 
every Friday night.) 

On July 1, we went to the speedway. 
When we got there, my husband asked 
about getting results of the evening’s 
races and was told by the same man 
that they didn’t want someone writing 
for them who had a “negative 
attitude.” He said he had written a 
letter to Cycle News, complaining 
about the lack of coverage, and that is 
the reason for this letter. 

Last year when we attended that 
track regularly, I saw a variety of 
serious accidents with injuries and one 
of my articles contained words about 
the track conditions. About the same 
time, a letter of protest against the 
track was circulated, signed by many 
and printed in Cycle News. One of the 
track owners had words for me for 
writing the article and “bad” things 
about the track. After that time, they 
refused to give me the results. A young 
man named Larry Blunt was going to 
take care of it for them. 

Now, first they complain about lack 
of coverage, then when I offer, give me 
the bit about a “negative attitude” and 
refuse to give me results. 

I had mixed feelings about the 
whole thing. The first was to forget it 
and let someone else worry about 
coverage, but people (both who 
spectate and ride) keep after me about 
articles. Then after thinking about it 
awhile, I began to get mad. So I took 
notes, wrote a story and typed results. 
I really don’t need copies of track 
results because I know most every rider 
in southern Oregon, the only thing I 
lacked was all the bike makes. 

I have always written about what I 
see. No gloss, no rumor, no fiction, 
only facts (and poking fun at some). 
And when I see a car track with its 
concrete wall, big scrapper tires set in 
cement, and a track surface that is 
rougher than a cob, with a groove 
wide enough for one bike only, well, 
that’s exactly what I write about. 

In the June 1, 1977 issue of Cycle 
News, I wrote an article about the 
opening of the Sunny Valley Speedway 
under new management. One small 
paragraph made reference to the 
amount of riders on the track during 
practice, causing several downers. One 
young man got a broken finger. When 
that issue hit the stands, I got a phone 
call from head honcho Jim Miller, who 
chewed me up one side and down the 
other for criticizing their track. 
Actually, the article was mild 
compared to what I could have written 
like having to pay the $2 admission 
charge because any publicity they got 
"wasn't worth it" for me to get in free, 
being charge $7.50 for the privilege of 
taking pictures on the track, screwed- 
up paperwork, rule changes on the 
spur of the moment, etc. 

But I'm still hearing things that 
Miller is saying about my lousy writing 
and now I'm told I have a “negative 
attitude." 

O.K., so be it. I'm all for motorcycle 
racing and do all I can to promote the 
sport, but — not at the expense of the 
riders! If I see something that 
endangers riders, as with the Possee 
grounds last year, or Sunny Valley this 
year, then that’s exactly what I will put 
down on paper. 

I have always, and will continue to 
“write it like I see it.” And if track 


owners don't like it, I'm sorry. Not for - 


me, but for them. E

Now, every other race 
had been given a warmup lap, to see 
what the track conditions were and to 
get a chance to warm up tires, bikes 
and bodies. So what do the officials do 
to the Box Stockers, who almost by 
definition are the least experienced 
racers? They sent them off cold, and 
the almost inevitable happened.’ My 
son, after passing several bikes on the 
outside of turn one, arrived at turn 
two on the inside of the turn going too 
fast, lowsided, and was immediately 
hit by another bike. He was 
transported to the hospital, where he 
underwent emergency surgery for 
severe internal injuries that evening. 

As I write this, seven days have 
elapsed since this accident. My son 
spent four days in Intensive Care, has 
completely lost the function in one 
kidney, faces at least another week in 
the hospital, and as yet has not been 
contacted by AFM or anyone 
concerned with this so-called 
organization, to see how he might be 
getting along! The only thing I can 
conclude is that the AFM does not give 
a damn about the people who race, 
after they collect their entry fee. 

This accident, as I see it, was caused 
by three factors; inexperience, 
overeagerness, and the lack of a 
warmup lap. If they had been given a 
warmup lap, and it still happened, 
well, that’s racing. You play the game, 
you pay the dealer. I would have 
attached no blame to the AFM, but I 
sure as hell do now, and one of these 
days, when I meet the gentleman 
responsible for this decision, I'll see 
how he feels about losing a kidney. 

As it stands now, the chances of my 
son racing again are pretty small, and 
as a junior class motocrosser and cross- 
country racer, this is a bitterly 
disappointing end to a young man's 
dreams. 

Anyone who races had better accept 
the fact that racing is dangerous, and 
that you can get hurt, sometimes 
seriously. But you also expect the 
sponsoring organization to minimize 
the danger as much as possible. This 
was not done. So, to anyone who is 
thinking about racing at an AFM 
event, the best advice I can give you is, 
don't. Don't give them the chance to 
screw up your life with their sloppy, 
disorganized racing program. I raced 
formula cars for 10 years with Sports 
Car Club of America (SCCA), and 
even in their worst moments, they were 
infinitely more organized, more 
responsible, more caring about the 
racers than AFM.

Kenny is King at 


Sears Point 
35th to 1st in four laps

SONOMA, CA, JULY 17 


Kenny Roberts blasted from last place on the 
starting grid to easily win the 30-lap, 75-mile 
American Motorcyclist Assn. (AMA)/Camel 
Pro Series road race held at Sears Point Race- 


way on Sunday. 

More than a race win, the victory 
gave Roberts the Camel Pro Series 
points lead at the halfway-season 
payoff. Besides the $3,140 in purse 
monies that he earned, Roberts thus 
laid claim to an extra $8,000 in Camel 
Pro Series cash. With $520 in lap 
money and another $1,300 in 
contingency money, the victory paid 
Roberts a total of $12,960. 

“Did you ever doubt you could do 
it?" a reporter asked Roberts after the 
race. 


"Yeah," answered Roberts. "I sure 
did." 

Before the final event, Roberts was 
not the only person who doubted he 
(Roberts) could win. A chain adjuster 
on his bike had broken at the start of 
Roberts’ heat race, allowing the rear 
wheel to wander and forcing Roberts 
to park his TZ750D Yamaha after the 
first turn. 

That left Roberts on the last row, 
inside, on the grid in 35th position for 
the final race.

He didn’t waste any time moving 
up. 
P Skip Aksland (PJ1 - Lubricants/Cliff 
Aksland Yamaha) and Gary Nixon 
(Erv Kanemoto Yam), both heat race 
winners, jumped into the first turn 
ahead. of the pack. By the time 
Roberts had reached the first corner, 
he had already passed 12 riders. By the 
seventh turn of the first lap, Roberts 
was in fourth place behind Aksland, 
Nixon and Dale "Pig Farmer" 
Singleton (Tyler | White/White 
Construction Co. Yam). Five more 
turns on the up-and-down tight-and- 
twisty Sears Point road course and 
Roberts was second behind Aksland 
and closing fast. 

On the fourth lap Roberts caught, 
passed, and started pulling away from 
Aksland. 

Meanwhile, > Nixon” was quickly 
losing positions. An o-ring had 
somehow broken on his bike's gas tank 
vent fitting, and everytime Nixon hit 
the brakes gas sloshed out into the 
bubble, across the tank, and onto the 
engine. It was a big disappointment 
for Nixon, who had won the fastest 
heat by beating Gene Romero (Ocean 
Pacific Sunwear/Don Vesco Yam) and 
Gary Scott, and who was definitely in 
the hunt. After slipping to ninth place 
halfway through the race, Nixon retired. 

As Nixon slipped back in the 
standings, Dale Singleton had his 
hands full staving off charges from 
behind. Romero and David Aldana 
(Paul Dahmen Yam) first pressured, 
then passed Singleton, moving into 
third and fourth place positions. After 
Singleton came Mike Baldwin, Mike 
Cone, Ron Pierce (Innerspace Divers 
Yam) and Gary Scott (GEM Yam). 

Aldana passed Romero, and Pierce 
and Cone passed Baldwin, who then 
crashed and restarted back in 18th 
place. 

- Pierce made his move on Cone to

pass and pull away late in the race. 
Aldana, who hadn’t ridden a road 
racer since the Easter Match Races in 
England, got tired and faded back 
from third to fifth, one spot ahead of 
Pierce. Romero ran off the track, 
giving third back to Singleton, and 
Pierce zapped Aldana before the 
finish. Gary Scott, who has been 
plagued with problems all year, ran 
true to form on pavement by earning a 
big DNF when his bike malfunctioned 
again. 

John Long (Moet Champagne Yam) 
ran a consistent eighth, finishing 
behind Cone and ahead of Wes 
Cooley, Jr. and Roberto Pietri, the 
nephew of the President of Venezuela. 
It was Pietri’s first top 10 finish in 
AMA racing. 

There had been a contingent of 
Southern California racers who had 
the idea that a TZ350 would get 
around Sears Point better than a 
TZ750, but that idea was laid to rest 
today. The best a 350-mounted rider 
did in the final was David Emde's 
seizure-hindered 13th. 

"I thought I'd have to push pretty 
hard the entire race to make it into the 
top three," said Roberts after the race. 
"It turned out pretty good." So serious 
about winning the race and taking the 
Camel Pro Series points lead that he 
passed up riding his TZ250 in the non- 
points lightweight race, Roberts was 
relieved after his success. "Ive heard 
too much about that $8,000 this 
weekend," Roberts told one newsman 
in response to a question. It was easy 
for him to joke about it after winning 
by more than 20 seconds. 

"I still haven't beaten him," said 
second-place Skip Aksland, a long- 
time friend of Roberts'. "I thought I 
was gonna beat him today, but he was 
a little too much for me." 

"I do all the work on my bike, which

A Hangin’ Out feature is usually 
the culmination of a day or two 
snatched between races or after 
the season is over in which the 
writer tries to capture a little 
more about the rider than his 
on-track personality. 


In the case of two time (1973-74) 
AMA Grand National Champion 
Kenny Roberts, however, the two days 
evolved into five and ended with a 
non-stop 30 hour boogie in Roberts’ 
motorhome from his Modesto, 
California home to Oklahoma City. It 
was more a case of keepin’ up than one 
of hangin’ out. 


The following collection of bits and 
pieces, of impressions and ancedotes 
seemed to be the best way to put down 
that there is more to Roberts than his 
credo of “Going in deeper (into cor- 
ners) and coming out faster.” 


Roberts far outstrips any rider on 

the AMA Grand National Cham- 
pionship circuit. By the end of 1976 
Roberts, in just five seasons, had 
amassed earnings of over $1,000,000. 


g n the earning power category 


Racing, for Roberts, is a lucrative 
business. This year, according to Ken- 
ny, his income should again pass the 
$200,000 mark. He is, however, reluc- 
tant to discuss exactly how much of 
that figure above his $80,000 salary 
from Yamaha Motor Corporation 
comes from product endorsement and 
consulting fees. When pressed he will 
admit that the monies raise the ante “a 
good amount.” 


To that “good amount” add purse, 
point fund and contingency monies 
plus other race related income such as 
appearance money for European races 
(It pays to win Daytona, according to 
Kenny. Steve Baker received $10,000 
start money at Imola; Roberts, got 
$7,000.) and personal appearance 
monies and you can see that you would 
need a calculator to total the amount. 


To add perspective to the figures it 
must be noted that reliable sources in- 
dicate that current Grand National 
Champion Jay Springsteen is paid 
$30,000 by Harley-Davidson and that 
is double his salary of last year. 

Babe DeMay and Nick Deligianis, 
who spearhead Roberts' dirt track ef- 
fort this year each receive $30,000 for 
their tuning talents. 


The entire H-D Racing Team of 
Springer, Corky Keener and Ted 
Boody combined does not earn what 
Roberts puts in his pocket for riding 
for Yamaha. 


Money, however, does not 
necessarily make a smart or lucky 
businessman. His frame building 
facility, K-R Racing, is in “break 
even” status at present with Kenny 
recently “shaking up the management 
to get things together.” Business ven- 
tures and inopportune investments in 
past years have cost/lost Roberts 
nearly $200,000 he estimates. 


The solution? "I'd like to find a 
busines manager who could handle 


all my dealings and look after the 
business and know what was going on: 
I haven't found anyone yet to fill the 
bill.” That leaves Roberts in the con; 
fusing position of trying to keep track 
of too many things and doing 
everything himself. The end result is 
that he spreads himself thin and not 
all his. projects receive the 10096.:he 
requires. 

"Sure I've earned a million dollars,” 
he said in ome conversation, “but 
you gotta remember that money isn't 
worth that much these days. Steve 
Baker, if his good luck and popularity 
continue, has the ability to make: my 
earnings this year look like pocket 
money." 


enny has a mania for steak 
medium rare. He is capable of| 
eating it three meals a day for 
days on end. In fact, of the meals we 
ate together, in all but three (two 
breakfasts and one pork chop dinner) 
he had steak as the main course. ^ 
However, the tastes acquired while 





on the road as a Novice and Junior 
can't be thrown off that easily. 
Somewhere in Wyoming while 
traveling Interstate 80 to Oklahoma 
City the junk food junkie in Roberts’ 
soul slipped out and we stopped for a 
couple fast-food burgers. 


You would have thought that a guy 
who has tasted champagne as often as 
Kenny would have developed a taste 
for the bubbly. Not so. Roberts’ 
favorite thirst quencher at home is 
Bosco and milk. At the track Wet 
Energy does the trick, although the 
taste leaves a little to be desired. 


"If you're passing the alcohol please 
make it a dry red wine - the kind that 
goes well with steak - or, on occassion, 
a cold beer. 


Among Roberts' many talents is that 
of cooking. He is a whiz with a 
microwave oven he says (although the 
apple turnovers he fixed for a snack 
one evening turned into charred 
remains). His wife Pat says all he 
makes is a mess while friend Sparky 


Edmonson opines that "only Kenny 
really likes his own style of cooking." 


very morning at about 7:30 the 

house echoes a staccato baatata, 

baatata, baatata sound. The 
speed (punching) bag is in motion and 
Kenny is working up a sweat beating 
the hell out of it. "It's a good exercise 
for the upper body plus hand and eye 
coordination." said Roberts between 
punches. 

“I also have a set of weights and a 
slant board for exercising. I try to 
always stay in shape.” Often in the 
morning or evening Roberts will head 
out for a run along the irrigation canal 
across the road. He also swims in his 
pool and trail rides. 

As often as possible he will visit, the 
Sportsmen of Stanislaus; a country 
club facility with racquet ball and 
tennis courts, a golf course, steam and 
sauna rooms and just about everything 
else a well equipped recreational 
facility offers. Right now Roberts is 
seriously into racquet ball which he 
plays with killer instinct. 


He is known at S.O.S. by just about 
everyone. The club, in 1974, voted 
Roberts their Sportsman of the Year. 
“That was one of the greatest honors 
I've ever received,” he said one af- 
ternoon as he showed off the trophy on 
the desk in his office. “I beat out two 
well known professional football 
players for the honor and that made 
me feel pretty good.” 


Like the majority of successful 
riders, Roberts has an incurable urge 
to win at any and everything - even 
shuffleboard. If the odds were not in 
his favor in the best of three games it 
became three out of five and then four 
out of seven. He finally won, but it 
took seven games. 


Golf is another pastime of Roberts’, 
but one, he laments, where he never 
gets enough timeto play. Still he 
manages to get a couple of invitations 
a year to play in celebrity tournaments. 
If given enough time on the fair- 
ways he has been known to drop his 
score to the very low 80’s. 

You could safely say that Kenny will

learn any game or take up any sport if 
he is interested. At the Loudon 
National he, along with close friend 
Skip Aksland, were taking a few 
lessons on backgammon from Camel's 
Lynn Griffis. 
ne afternoon while discussing the 
Os and faults of Roberts’ 
Mercedes Benz 450 SLC he 
related the following story of its pur- 
chase. It was the type of thing that 
most people can only dream of. 





Roberts, in typical relaxed clothing 
- jeans, tee shirt and sneakers - entered 
the showroom and approached a 
salesman who gave him one of those 
“here we go again” looks. - 

“I asked what the price was and was 
told to see the window sticker. I asked 
what the bottom line price was and got 
another skeptical expression. The 
salesman became slightly more serious 
and asked how I expected to pay and I 
asked how the rest of his customers 
paid. He said ‘by check’ and I said 
fine, how much?

“We settled at $25,000 and I wrote a 
check which I could tell he thought 
would bounce all the way to the bank. 
Its amazing how changed the gen- 
tleman was after he made a phone 
call to my bank." 

In essence that's the story. Roberts 
laughed gleefully when telling it and 
obviously had had the time of his life 
playing a role he could well afford to. 

It was much the same story when 
he went to obtain a mortgage for 
his present house in Modesto, Califor- 
nia. The mortgage officer was skep- 
tical when Roberts informed him that 
he was 24, a motorcycle racer and ear- 
ned $200,000. Slowly, however, the 
light dawned upon the banker. 

As this is being written, Kenny is 
trying out his latest automotive 
acquisition, a Pontiac Firebird. 
Roberts expressed a desire to own one 
of the high performance models to 
General Motors vice president of 
styling Bill Mitchell, a long time 
motorcycle enthusiast. However, the 
model Kenny wanted was not listed as 
having passed California smog 
regulations. Mitchell told Roberts not 
to worry, that the engine could be 
fixed if that’s what he wanted. Aside 
from the fact that it's another new toy 
for play, the jet black Firebird will 
allow him to park the Mercedes and 
save it from those parking lot dings on 
around town trips. 

eople with weak hearts need not 

ask Kenny for a ride. He drives 

like he races - hard and fast. 
Each road between his home and 
Modesto or his office/racing 
shop/frame manufacturing facility in 
Oakdale is etched on Roberts’ mind. 
The distances are measured in areas of 
where to speed (and how fast) and 
where not and in areas of how hard 
you can dive into a corner, brake and 
get the gas back on before the rear end 
breaks loose. 

The speedometer is beginning to 
nudge 70 miles per hour when the 
engine begins to sputter. “The damn 
fuel injection has developed fuel star- 
vation," Roberts mutters disgustedly. 
“TI tell you what, though,” alter- 
nating between praising and denoun- 
cing the Mercedes, “it will go 135 miles 
per hour.” 

What the story boils down to, I find 
out, is a return trip from Los Angeles 
to Modesto on straight and 
monotonous Interstate 5. The car was 
new and Kenny figured that the 160 
mph speedometer was meant to be 
used. A trucker, who was passed by the 
speeding silver bullet, radioed the 
California Highway Patrol. They 
finally stopped him on an off ramp 
after he had slowed down. “The CHP 
didn't have radar so they couldn't 
prove that I was going as fast as they 
said. I finally got a ticket for reckless 
driving.” 

In addition to the Mercedes and the 
above mentioned Firebird, Kenny also 
has Toyota R5 longbed pick up truck, 
a Ford box truck which serves as the 
racing transporter, a Honda CVCC 
and a King’s Highway motorhome. In 
all, about $80,000 in four wheel 
vehicles.

by way of explanation, "I can work on 
them, including my road racers, and 
do a pretty good job so that I 
could get by if I didn’t have a tuner. 
Six months of working in a shop from 
opening to closing for no pay back 
about my Novice year taught me a lot. 
The rest of the stuff I just pick up. I 
like to take things and make them bet- 
ter than they already are.” 


K-R Racing, the frame building 
facility, occupies a majority of the rest 
of the cavernous building that lies 
behind the signs reading Gerry's 
Champion Tire and Wheels and 
Pioneer Rodeo Arena. The shop is full 
of bending and cutting and welding 
machines for turning out the various 
frames. If all goes well in a few months 
the crew will be turning out replicas of 
Roberts’ monoshock dirt track frame 
along with the rest of their orders. 

Kenny ventured into making his 
own frames after experiencing 
dissatisfaction with the frames he had 
made by others and the slowness or 
inability of those concerns to make the 
changes he felt he needed to correct 
his problems. If you were surprised at 
his competitiveness at places like 
Columbus and Syracuse last year it was 
because the team had resorted to using 
a 15 pound weight under the seat at 
the pivot point of the shocks to obtain 
added traction. 


enny makes no secret that he 

wants Number One back again 

and he wants it badly. “Why 
else,” he says, “would I have gone 
through the process of putting 
together what I feel is the best winning 
combination possible. There's only 
one reason. I want to be Number One 
again and this year, more than ever 
before, Yamaha wants the title also.” 

But despite money, tuning talent 
and Roberts riding the wheels off the 
bikes, the string of bad luck that has 
followed him since 1975 has not 
gone away. The little things that turn 
a winning ride into a loser still plague 
him. Sprocket bolts shearing off while 
he was running away with the June 24 
Santa Fe TT is just one example of his 
recuring bad luck. 

This year, unlike last, there is plenty 
of horsepower. So much in fact that on 
the majority of half miles he has spent 
his time spinning the laps away rather 
than racing the way he would like. 
That frustrates Kenny yet he vows that 
this is the year things will turn around. 
“Our road race program is in fine 
shape. But it seems with the dirt track 
program that the more we work to 
make it as good as possible, the more 
the little things trip us up. I just can’t 
seem to shake this damn dark cloud.” 


ne subject Roberts really warms 

up to is Steve Baker, especially if 

someone says he is lucky that 
Baker is in Europe. 

"Heads up, when my bikes are right, 
I'll beat Baker every time. The only 
time he beat me in Europe this spring 
(Imola and Paul Ricard F750 events 
and the Match Race Series) was when I 
had problems. 

“Our styles are similiar although 
Steve goes into corners much faster 
than I do, but I come out faster. The 
difference is that he keeps the bike 
heeled over until he’s past the apex of 
the corner so that he is getting the 
power back on before he’s straightened 
up. That is what causes his wobbles, 
but it is his style and it works for him. 
Yamaha knows that he's a little throt- 
tle happy." 

According to Roberts, racing in 
Europe in 1978 looms larger on the 
horizon every day. Should Harley win 
Number One this year he feels that 
Yamaha would pull out of their dirt 
track program. His one year contract 
also gives him the freedom to plan 
ahead a little. 

He was approached by MV Augusta 
to race for them in 1976 and again this 
year, but he turned down both offers. 
"It would take at least $150,000 in 
cash in my pocket before I would race 
over there. Then there would have to 
be provisions for a house, a car and 
other things. That may sound like a 
lot, yet road racing in Europe is where 
the money is." 





trip through the northern 

California city of Modesto, where 

he was born and raised, will 
reveal, via tour guide Roberts, the 
high school he attended. According to 
Kenny, the quarter mile cinder track 
near the school was a great place for 
riding. It,seems that in past years he 
had returned to help the school raise 
money for its sports programs by put- 
ting on an exhibition of motorcycle 
riding on the track. "It really turned 
out to be fun and it helped the school 
raise the money they needed." 

In another part of town the 
memories flow: "I rode a horse to my 
first motorcycle race. I remember 
trying to keep the horse still as I peered 
over the fence on the back straight. 
There isn't time for horses anymore, 
but I wish there was." 

There isn't time for playing cowboys 
and Indians either yet the arsenal in 
the Roberts home would be good for 
holding off an Indian attack any day. 
The gun cabinet contains, among 
other things, 1 .44 Magnum hand gun 
plus shotguns, varmint guns and assor- 
ted hunting rifles. Roberts is a good 
shot and "a good hunter" by his own 
admission. 

Spend 30 hours on the road non- 
stop with some in a motorhome (along 
with wife Pat and two kids) and you'll 
have an opportunity to find out just 
what he's made of. In Kenny's case he 
is about 9096 sleep when there is 
nowhere to go to expend his nervous 
energy. Not that I blame him. Most 
other racers have also seen wherever 
they're going many times before and 
would rather sleep than drive any day. 
That’s the secret of being fresh and 
alert when you arrive at the track. 

If you like to swim, Roberts has just 
the thing for you. It’s a heated (90 
degrees) swimming pool and jacuzzi 
only a few steps from the rear of the 
house. It’s actually like swimming in a 
bathtub. But nothing relaxes a tired 
body more than floating around in 
warm water. 

The house is a rambling, comfor- 
tably decorated California style ranch 
with four bedrooms and three baths 
spread out over two floors. The in- 
terior, save for four color pictures on 
the stair well and a photo etching over 
the fireplace, reveals no evidence of 
the owner’s profession. 

The area which was meant to be an 
enclosed patio has been turned into a 
combination exercise room and game 
room by Kenny. It is cluttered with his 
exercise equipment, a three quarter 
scale shuffle board, a television as well 
as a sound system with reel to reel tape 
deck and an aquarium. The room ser- 
ves as the basis for most of his at 
home activity. It is also relatively close 
to the phone for Roberts spends a good 
deal of his time at home or at the shop 
on the phone. He is accessible and will 
spend just as much time answering a 
question from a rider who has pur- 
chased one of his frames as he will 
spend chatting with a friend. 

Outside 10 acres of prime grazing 
pasture stretch rearward while a 
Brahman bull plays neighbor on one 
side with an empty lot on the other. 
Wooden fencing surrounds the house 
with a gate on the driveway and a 
mailbox that reads “oberts” since 
one of the stick-on letters fell off. 

If there is music playing it is most 
likely to be Olivia Newton-John, Elton 
John or something soft. At the shop it 
is more liable to be country music with 
a favorite being Waylon Jennings' song 
"Bob Wills is still the King." Only 
around the shop the words have been 
changed to Kenny Roberts is still the 
king. 

In fact almost anywhere you go with 
Roberts you get the feeling that while 
"King Kenny" may have been 
dethroned, he is definitely still = 
King.”

Texans lasso 500cc National 
series opener

LAKE WHITNEY, TEX, JULY 17 


The temperature in the sun crept its way past 
the 110° mark, and the shade, when you could 
find it, wasn’t much better. There was one 
source of relief from the Texas heat at Lake 


Whitney Cycle Ranch and that was the 
river, where most of the riders and 
spectators could be found swimming 
between motos of the Mr. PIBB 
sponsored opening round of the 
American Motorcyclist Associations 
(AMA) 500cc National Championship 
Motocross Series. 

“Shucks,” said Texan Steve “Short 
Stack” Stackable, “We've been racing 
against each other for longer than I 
can remember.” Short Stack had just 
taken his Bernie Thompson tuned 
400AW Maico to the first 500cc 
National win Team Maico has seen in 
recent years. 


Nearby, clutching his second place 
trophy, stood reigning 500cc National 
Champion Kent Howerton, who had 
placed second on his 390 Husqvarna in 
both 45-minute motos. The two San 
Antonio heroes, weak from fatigue 
and dripping in sweat, still could 
muster-up enough energy to smile 
broadly at each other and clasp hands 
in triumph. The partisan Texas crowd 
screamed and cheered with 
unrestrained joy. It was now time to 
party. 

Back in the pits, it was time for a 
body count. Most of the other factory 
riders had let the heat and the tough 
Lake Whitney track get the best of 
them. The only riders who saved 
themselves from embarassment were 
the factory riders attending the 
conflicting 125cc United States Grand 
Prix in Ohio, and ill-fated Jimmy 
Weinert. The Jammer was at home 
with a broken arm, his third injury of 
the year, suffered in a practice get-off 
just a few days after his Superbowl 
victory. 


Moto One 

Stackable flat-tracked his way flat 
out in fifth gear through the first turn 
after the gate dropped as Yamaha's 
Pierre Karsmakers tucked in behind, 


followed by Marty Smith, Rick 
Burgett, Tommy Croft and Jim 
Pomeroy. Howerton was way back in 
the middle of the pack but was moving 
quickly to repair his poor start. 

Karsmakers and Smith battled with 
Burgett and Croft for the first half of 
the moto in a demolition bout over 
third place which ended when Pierre 
broke his front wheel, Smith crashed 
into a lapped rider, teammate Croft 
crashed as well, and Burgett washed 
out over a berm. 

Howerton, meanwhile, continued to 
pass riders and as the moto drew to a 
close, Kent had second place secured. 
“But can he catch Stackable?” was the 
question announcer Lynn Nickerson 
had the crowd pumped on. 

Down in Texas they're still arguing 
over the fact that the “Rhinestone 
Cowboy", Kent Howerton, might have 
beaten Steve Stackable, if the two- 
laps-remaining-in-the-moto sign 
hadn't been shown five-minutes earlier 
than it should have been. 

Howerton might have, but all of a 
sudden the flagman was signalling two 
laps to go, earlier than what tuner Eric 
Crippa had been showing Kent on 
the sign board when he passed by the 
mechanics' area. 

“The flagman blew it for me. When 
he showed the two-lap sign the first 
time, I slowed way down on what I 
thought was the last lap because I 
didn’t think I could catch Stackable: 
The he put the sign up again. I didn’t 
know what was going on, but I got 
back on the gas,” moaned Kent. 

The five seconds Howerton gave to 
Stakable on that lap were four seconds 
too many as Kent crossed the finish 
line just one second behind Stack after 
picking up his pace again. 

Stackable didn’t have it so lucky 
either. “I fell down and almost blew it: 
I went under this guy in a turn, he 
came in on me and we collided. I lost 





five seconds there and my wheel 
started breaking apart. Kent was 
closing on me quickly. The two-lap 
sign which came out early nearly 
ruined things for me as well, because 
I gave it everything I had to hold off 
Kent and found out I had to go 
another two laps." said Steve. 


Moto Two 

It was definitely a Texas show as 
Stackable, with Howerton in hot 
pursuit, blew all the 38 other riders 
into the snow fence on either side of 
the starting straight as they 
disappeared with the start of the 
second moto as well. 

Kawasakis Gary Semics ran his 
usual strong pace at the beginning 2s 
he pulled out third, then as the 
halfway point approached he slipped 
back to 10th place, letting Hannah, 
Smith, Burgett, Pomeroy, Staten, 
Mosier and Grossi by. 

A lot of riders were hit hard by the 
heat, including Mosier, who had been 
as high as fourth. It was difficult to tell 
if a rider was actually passing another 
rider, or if the other rider was just 
fading back, because of the heat. 

The only two riders who didn’t seem 
fatigued as they built up a 30-second 
lead were Stackable and Howerton, 
but they were bushed when the day 
was over. 

Howerton had been suffering from 
intestinal flu all week and his first 
moto charge really burned him out. 

"My strength was gone," said Kent 
later, explaining why he dropped 15- 
seconds behind Stackable near the end 
of the moto — Stackable just played it 
cool. 

"I figured I'd just set a pace during 
the second moto and see what Kent 
would do. I knew he had ridden hard 
the first moto and might tire out 
completely if he passed me. When he 
didn't even try to pass me, I knew he 
was tired and I just picked up my pace 
a little more.” Stackable reported. 

Steve took the second moto easily, 
collecting 50 first place points towards 
the 500cc National Championship. 
That title currently belongs to 
Howerton and the series is just starting 
but Short Stack looked strong. 
125cc Support 

The one-two-five race turned into a 
showcase for Yamaha’s new factory 
rider, Mike Bell, who pulled off the 
overall win. Undefeated in 25 starts 
back home in Southern California, 
Bell is now out on the circuit to gain 
experience for the Nationals next year 
as Yamaha grooms their newest star. 

A crash in the first moto saw Mike 
working up from 31st place to finish 
fourth behind David Crawford on a 
Yamaha from Glendale, Arizona. 
Texas Danny Weir and Jimmy 
Fitzgerald from Rocky's Cycle In 
Pensacola, Florida. 

Mike ran away with the lead in the 
second moto, but Crawford still had a 
good chance to pull off the overall win 
as he ran third behind David Boles on 
a Husky out of nearby Ft. Worth. 

With two laps to go in the moto, 
though, Crawford was passed by local 
rider Dicky Turnbo, which put David 
back in second overall and turned the 
first place victory over to Mike Bell for 
his 26th consecutive victory. 

Bell usually campaigns a 250 but 
proved he is quite fast on a 125 as well.

Gaston Rahier sat quietly, sweat streaking his 
face as the Team Suzuki mechanics helped him 
off with his boots and fanned the Mid-Ohio 
Valvoline Grand Prix winner with his pit 


board. He was obviously pleased — a 
faint but perpetual smile graced his 
countenance even though his eyes 
showed fatigue. 

“I worked very hard,” the 1977 
125cc World Champion said, a simple 
statement rather than a boast or 
complaint. "I'm tired," he added, "I'm 
not used to this heat!" 

Record high temperatures for the 
Midwest had drained the diminutive 
Belgian of his usual stamina, and he 
hadn't been spared an inch in his 
attempt to clinch the 125cc world title 
for the third year in a row until 
midway through the second 40- 
minute-plus-two-lap moto. 

Rahier had placed only third in the 
first moto, a race dominated by 
runner-up in the world title chase 
Gerard Rond, who'd won the moto 
and Team Suzuki's Koji Masuda. Rond 
was riding hard, inspired by the fact 
that Rahier had only to better his 


(Rond's) performance by four GP 
points to clinch the title. And Rond, 
riding a factory Yamaha, was clinging 
to the outside chance that he could 
catch Rahier. That hope ended near 
the halfway point in the second moto 
when Rond dropped out. 

Rond had been happy, bubbling over 
with quotes for anyone who'd talk with 
him after the first moto win. Even 
though he'd been racing against odds, 
he was sitting outside the Yamaha 
truck soaking his feet in a plastic 
bucket and telling people about the 
17-hour plane trip from Europe 
(Theyd gotten caught in the New 
York blackout ) and the typical hassles 
with lost bikes, jet lag and strange new 
food. But he'd won, and nothing could 
bring him off that high. 

Following the second moto DNF, 
however, Gerard Rond was another 
personality entirely. Sitting up inside

Aksland 
annihilates 
250 Experts

SONOMA, CA, JULY 17 

"I got off the line first, hauled 
ass for five laps, then relaxed," 
said Skip Aksland after running 
away with the 250cc Expert Final 
aboard Kenny Roberts  Kel- 
Carruthers-tuned, Rob-North-framed 
TZ250 on Saturday afternoon. “After 
five laps I had about four or five 
seconds, stretched it out to 12 seconds 
and just cruised around, I didn’t want 
to crash Kel's baby — he'd be a little 
upset if I threw it away." 

Aksland had finally decided to ride 
Roberts’ ultra-trick 250 at just 10:00 
a.m. that morning. Roberts was 
concentrating on the 750 race, which 
he needed to win to take the Camel 
Pro Series lead and halfway-point 
payoff. So Carruthers offered the ride 
to Aksland. 

Aksland and Carruthers made a trip 
to the track on Thursday before the 
race to sort out the suspension to suit 
Aksland and the track. But even after 
the practice session, Aksland was 
unsure. "I didn't want to ride unless I 
could win. Then in the heat race I was 
just two seconds a lap behind Nixon, 
so I decided I was close enough." 

The result was devasting win for 
Aksland on what was obviously the 
best-handling, best-running machine 
in the race. 

Randy Mamola and Gary Nixon, 
both riding Erv Kanemoto-prepared 
TZ250s, ran two-three in the first half 
of the race after Nixon charged up 
from 13th off the start. Nixon 
caught and finally stuffed it 
underneath Mamola in turn seven, a 
180-degree u-turn leading into the 
back esses, stretching it out a little 
until turn 11 of that lap. Then, Nixon 
crashed when “the front end went 
away.” 

That left Aksland and Mamola 
cruising, with Mike Baldwin, Steve 
Eklund, and David Emde six seconds 
behind and battling for third. Eklund 
passed and pulled away from Baldwin. 
Emde pushed up to Baldwin, passed, 
and set out in a late-race charge that 
took him past Eklund with a few laps 
to spare. Anticipating that the high 
temperatures would take their toll on 
the other riders, Emde had planned 
his move and waited for the right time.

came past at approximately the 15- 
minute mark. 

"I could not get...excited," 
Masuda said between motos, trying to 
think of a word for inspired or 
pumped. It was,.perhaps, that relative 
coolness that kept the fiery man from 
Japan in a solid second place. 





Pat Richter, whom easterners will 
remember as a highly potential KTM 
rider in 1976 Nationals, is now riding 
for Moto-X Fox on one of the firm's 
killer RM125 Suzukis. Ridden with 
hard luck all afternoon, Richter still 
registered some incredible recovery 
rides to finish 5-3 for third overall. 

In the first moto, Pat hit turn one in 
second place behind Russian Yury 
Khoudjakov and was looking good 
until he bailed off at the jump near the 
pit entrance. 

“I got started again — I dunno — 
around 20th,” Richter recalled the 
incident. “Then I got up to fourth and 
was catching Rahier when a lapped 
rider soaked me in the mudhole and I 
couldn't hang on! I would have had 
fourth. If I hadn't fallen on the first 
lap, I'd have had a chance of winning 
it." 
It appeared at the start of round two 
that Richter would have the 
opportunity to prove himself (by 
getting a good start and winning) but 
once again he crashed in the first 
minutes of the race. And again, he 
started a high speed rally. This time he 
moved up to third and held it to the 
flag. 

Russian Yury Khoudjakov also did a 
little crashing and recovering on his 
factory CZ, only not many of 
Khoudjakov's "crashes" ended up on 
the ground. He would get 
unbelieveably out of shape, allow a 
competitor to pass, and then somehow 
stay up on two wheels. 

It was Yury who won the first moto 
drag race to, and through, turn one. 
But on lap one he pulled off one of his 
close-calls and let Masuda slip past. 
And so it continued, Khoudjakov 
making errors, both large and small, 
and riders slipping him back a notch 
each time in the hotly contested first 
moto until he eventually wound up in 
ninth place. 

Round two, however, was much 
better for the lanky Russian. He 
settled for a more conservative sixth 
place start and seemed to temper his 
first moto enthusiasm with intelligent 
planning. This time it was Yury 
maintaining a strong, steady position 
and eventually finishing fourth in the 
moto for a fourth overall. 


A technical error cost Californian 
Gary Ogden, riding one of Donny 
Emler's FMF RM125s, a fourth place 
in the Valvoline-sponsored event. 
Ogden had been very impressive, 
particularly to an eastern audience 
who began wondering where that #48 
American running solidly up near the 
front of the pack had come from. 

Ogden actually beat Khoudjakov to 
within two feet of the finish line. But 
that's where he blew it. 

"I turned off two feet before the 
finish line!" Ogden shook his head in 
disbelief and frustration. "I know 
better than that. But we turned off to 
the left when we finished the first 
moto, and I did it again in the second 
one. I just did it two feet too soon! The 

uy who finished behind me 
(Khoudjakov) got sixth place and I got 
seventh." 

Another outstanding ride by an 
American was that of New Yorker 
Frank Stacy. Ordinarily a Support 
class threat on a 250cc Penton, Frank 
somehow scored a GP ride on Pat 
Richter’s Moto-X Fox Suzuki practice 
bike. He adapted instantly to the small 
bore machine, making it sing through 
the gears without dropping a single 
rev, and rode it to a rewarding 10-5 
sixth overall placing. 

Rouding out the top 10 were 
Czechoslovakian Jiri Churavy on a 
works CZ in seventh place, teammate 
and fellow Czech Zdenek Velky in 
eighth, FMF's John Savitski in ninth 
and Gerard Rond in 10th. 

Rond’s Yamaha teammate Andre 
Massant had clipped both Ogden and 


Richter in the final two laps of round 
one for a hard-earned fourth place. 
But the tall Belgian started slowly in 
the second moto and eventually faded 
to DNF the round for 12th overall 
behind Texan Jimmy Martin. 

Russian Pavel Rulev earned the 
dubious honor of being dead last off 
the starting line in both motos. Rulev 
DNF in the first moto but charged up 
to 12th in round two. 

Leader in the AMA 125cc National 
points race this year, Team Suzuki's 
Danny LaPorte put in an eighth-place 
ride in the first moto. On the last lap, 
Danny was pushing Gary Ogden for 
sixth place when Mid-Ohio's soon-to- 
be-infamous mudhole did him in. 

"I figured I could pass him in the 
mud," LaPorte said later, but (he 
shrugged) that was it..." He 
remounted quickly, losing only one 
place. 

Settled somewhat from his first 
moto experience, Danny was likely to 
do better in round two but his chances 
went away when the Suzuki almost 
died on the line. LaPorte came 
through near last place and stopped 
almost immediately at the mechanic's 
area. 

“I stopped, and they put in a new 
plug but the ring was gone,” LaPorte 
explained following his bad luck DNF. 

Team Honda's hope Warren Reid 
had a rough day, falling several times, 
and could only manage a 13-20 18th 
place. Reid’s John R-tuned RC125 was 
the lightest bike on the track, weighing 
in at 176.5 Ib., still safely over the 168 
Ib. FIM limit. 

Other weights worthy of note 
include Rahier's 182 lb. World 
championship winning Suzuki (the 
second lightest bike in the race), 
Masuda's 185 lb. second-placing 
Suzuki (third lightest), and Richter's 
197.5 lb. Moto-X Fox Suzuki which 
wasn't very light at all. 

The works. Yamahas checked in at 
198.5 (Massant) and 201.0 (Rond). 
Likewise, the factory CZs were "heavy" 
in the 196-199 range. Surprisingly 


light was Venezuelan ~Claudio 
Ippolito's 189 lb. water-cooled 
Yamaha. 

Support class (11-8) 


Mickey Boone staged a dominant 
win in the 250cc Support class at Mid- 
Ohio, putting in a 1-1 afternoon on his 
S&M Cycle sponsored RM250 Suzuki. 
Only Denny Swartz who rides a Maico 
out of Reno, Ohio could keep Boone 
in sight. 

It was Swartz who took control early 
in the first moto, easily outclassing the 
opposition while Boone began to build 
momentum and work up through the 
pack. Boone took over third on the 
opening lap, then got around Rick 
Anderson's Suzuki a few laps later for 
second. 

The remainder of the moto was a 
Boone/Swartz duel where Boone 
seemed to be waiting for the two-laps- 
to-go signal. Immediately upon 
getting that signal, he shot past at the 
finish line and held the lead to win. 

Round two was a Boone benefit 
from start to finish as Swartz followed 
a strong second for his 2-2 second 
placing overall. Third went to 
Yamaha rider Rod Perkins with a 6-3; 
fourth was Robert Shoup; fifth Alan 
Pizzino. e

Paul Ritter 
owns Sears 
Point 
Superbike race

SONOMA, CA, JULY 17 

Paul Ritter won his first Super- 
bike Production race on his home 
track, Sears Point. Ritter, 28, 
had raced and won with Ducatis 


at Sears Point six times this year before 
the national. Still, he showed that his 
victory was more than course 
specialization by lowering his best lap 
times by six seconds and holding up 
under pressure from the pros to win. 

The first sign that Ritter would be 
in the hunt came during the one and 
only Superbike Production heat race. 
Ritter, riding Dale Newton's 860 
Ducati Sport, came thundering up the 
second turn hill for the heat in fourth 
place, behind Superbike Production 
aces Cook Neilson (883cc Duc), Steve 
McLaughlin (Yoshimura 1,000cc 
Kaw) and Reg Pridmore (Racecrafters 
KZ1000 Kaw). As soon as the group hit 
the esses on that lap, Ritter flew past 
Pridmore and McLaughlin and 
caught Neilson. Then, Ritter ran off 
the track in the tank slapper at the top 
of the off-camber second turn, feet 
flying off the pegs and chest breaking 
plexiglass out of the Ducati’s fairing 
bubble as McLaughlin and Pridmore 
passed. Then, in two laps, Ritter made 
up hundreds of lost feet, easily passed 
Pridmore, McLaughlin and Neilson, 
and won. His best lap times were in the 
1:51 range, a full six seconds faster 
than his previous best. 

It was more of the same in the final 
race. Neilson led the first 14 laps, 
chased early-on by McLaughlin, 
Ritter, Pridmore and Ron Pierce on 
the Johnny's Motorcycles BMW R90S 
that Pridmore raced last year. Ritter 
had just passed McLaughlin when 
McLaughlin pitted with a loose plug 
wire. Pridmore and Pierce went at it 
for third in a dice that was incredible. 
Pridmore's Kawasaki was sliding all 
over the place, especially in the slick, 
tight turn 11 where Nixon had crashed 
in the 250 race. Spectators marveled at 
Pridmore pushing both ends through 
the turn, as Pierce's slower BMW was 
much better mannered. It ended 
predictably — Pierce showed 
Pridmore the BMW's exhaust pipes 
and slowly pulled out distance on the 
Superbike Production champion, just 
as he had done at Loudon the previous 
month. 

Meanwhile, Ritter had almost run 
off the track again, when his bike's 
tires again chattered right to the edge 
of the pavement in turn two. Ritter 
kept his cool and hung in there, 
seeming to hold steady about four 
seconds behind Neilson and about 20 
abead of Pierce. All at once Ritter was 
catching Neilson again. Ritter passed 
on the 15th lap, motored away to a 
snappy lead on the 16th and final lap,

and won. Neilson, riding with no 
clutch and an oil breather spraying oil 
all over his bike for the last two laps, 
was still an easy second. 


"I was real surprised when I saw the 
lap times," said Ritter. "Two weeks 
ago we were turning 1:57s and 
thinking that was great. I don't know 
where it came from." e.

Bruce Sass, 24, turned in a steady 
and consistent ride to win the 
250cc Novice race. Sass’ win came 
after early leaders Eddie Lawson 
and Steve Epstein were eliminated by a 
bike seizure (Lawson) and a crash 
(Epstein). 

It had looked like the race would be 
an Eddie Lawson runaway. Lawson 
had the lead coming out of the first 
few turns and immediately stretched it 
out. Meanwhile, Sass (BG 
Lubricants/Vickery Yam), Epstein 
(Hunt Racing Yam), and Mark Jones 
(JoCoMo Yam) constantly changed 
positions in a battle for second place. 
At some points of the track the three 
were almost side by side, with any one 
of the trio holding the advantage at 
any given time. 

Suddenly, with at least a 10-second 
lead, Lawson came coasting by the pit 
wall and up the turn one hill in 
silence. His bike had seized on the 
front straight. 

Epstein inherited the lead, but 
threw it away in the esses on the back 
side of the course a few laps later. 
That left Sass, a several-time Colorado 
state motocross champion, and Jones, 
a fast young kid, to decide the battle. 
A few laps from the finish Sass was 
ahead for good, pulling away for the 
win. Jones was second, with local 
favorite Doug Draper a distant third, 
just ahead of Tom Marquardt (Yam). 

Besides being a former motocross 
champion, Sass, from Golden, 
Colorado, is also the Mountain 
Roadracing Assn. (MRA) Number 
One plateholder. He earned his title 
with a TT500 Yamaha. 

Draper is the current points leader 
in American’ Federation of 
Motorcyclists (AFM) standings, and 
will probably win his first AFM

IRWINDALE, CA, JULY 14 


In one of the most spectacular 
finishes ever at Irwindale Race- 
way, National Champion Mike 
Bast used the low groove in the 


final corner to nip early leader Bruce 
Penhall by inches in the four-lap 
Scratch Main Event that had the largest 
crowd ever on their feet for almost the 
entire contest, at the San Gabriel 
Valley dirt oval. 

Bast, was riding his backup 
machine after Mark Cherry totaled his 
number one bike earlier in the evening 
when the throttle stuck wide open and 
the motorcycle darted into the wall by 
itself. Bast had to play catch up in the 
scratch feature as Penhall, although 
riding with some pain from an 
incident the previous night, exploded 
into the lead in the first corner. Bruce, 
riding his usual outside line, looked to 
be on his way to his second straight 
Irwindale Scratch Main Event win, 
when Mike reeled him in on the final 
circuit. Bast also was riding the 
outside line until that last lap when he 
made his move down on the pole to 
catch Penhall. 

The distance at the checkered flag 
couldn't have been more than a foot 
between the pair in an incredible 
finale. Gene Woods, also running 
outside, had to settle for third, with 
Craig Schaefer, riding a Neil Street 





four-valve for the first time and 
making a scratch feature for the initial 
time, rounded out the four-rider 
lineup.

Before he goes for his historic feat, 
Scott will get astride his Harley- 
Davidson for the fifth annual Gardena 
Gold Cup event over Ascot’s half-mile 
Friday (July 22) at 8:00 p.m. The 
latter program, for novices, juniors, 
and experts, is sponsored by the 
Gardena Valley Chamber of 
Commerce. 

In the 25-lap TT, Scott will be 
trying to get a better start in the 
second leg of th Camel Filter Point 


Fund. The fund, which pays $100,000 
for the season, is split into two $25,000 
segments for each half of the 28-race 
Camel Pro Series and carries a $50,000 
payoff for total points in the season.

Lined up ready for the start, Brent Wallingsford, 


Jack Johnson, Morgan Molocco, Tom Brooks, 


Max Eddy and a whole host of hot shoes were 
intermingled in the long start line. The banner 


dropped and Jack Johnson 
immediately took the lead. Brent 
Wallingsford completed his second 
kick then got rolling about 100 yards 
behinds Jack. 

As the leaders roared up the bomb 
wash, Johnson maintained a 100-yard 
lead on Wallingsford. The first two 
riders used the small trail to the left of 


the wash. Third place Max Eddy was. 


going too fast to make the cutoff so he 
gassed the KTM on around the bend 
through the deep whoops and didn't 
lose any time in the process. Bob 
Rutten followed Max then came the 
250 ace Bruce Ogilvie followed by first 
senior with a spare set of batteries Dick 
Camp, second senior Ramon Lowe 
was 10 bikes back. Following Camp 
was Ed Ogden, Morgan Malocco, 
Mitch Payton and Terry Davis. As the 
riders cleared the wash the course 
headed due north across some flat but 
tricky desert. The trail eventually 
turned into a sandwash that lasted 
about two miles then jumped out onto 
some more cross country terrain. 

The course then made a turn to the 
right which headed the racers up a red 
colored rise that eventually brought 
the dusty bikers into the Cooper 
Strand Mining area. Ramon Lowe, 
Monte Lee, amateur Steve Nicholson 
and Bruce “red socks” Lewellyn eased 
their way through the scooped out 
section then dove off a slight 
embankment and landed in a WFO 
sandwash.

ran away from the rest of the field. 

In qualifying, Rahier immediately 
set the pace by turning in the fastest 
time at 2:18. He was followed by 
Gilbert de Roover on the works Beta 
with a 2:19 and Gerard Rond with a 
2:20. Filing in the fourth and fifth 
spots were Korrado Maddii on the 
works Aspes and Belgian Andre 
Massant on the second works Yamaha. 

A small crowd of about 7,000 


witnessed the start of the first 
international moto, with Rahier 
jumping into the lead, Maddii 


following in second and Rond in third. 
Rond took over the second spot on the 
first lap with de Roover in fourth, 
Guisepp Andreani (Simonini) in fifth 
and Massant in sixth. Paolo Piron 
(Beta) quickly began working his way 
up by moving into fifth on the fourth 
lap. Luck was not with the two Czech 
riders, Jiri Churavy and Zdenek Velky, 
as both came up with clutch problems. 
Velky dropped out on lap two and 
Churavy was held back in 13th place 
until he too dropped out of the race 
with two laps remaining. 

Rahier and Rond pulled away from 
de Roover, opening up an 11-second 
lead on the fifth lap. On this same lap, 
Maddii overshot a corner, allowing 
both Piron and Massant to slip by. On 
the 10th lap, Rahier and Rond, a 
mere three seconds apart, began 


lapping riders and by lap 15, had 


pulled out a 28-second lead over third 
place de Roover. The positions now 
were: Rahier, Rond, de Roover, 
Piron, Massant, Maddii and Matti 
Autio of Finland, the first privateer in 
seventh. Piron closed in on de Roover, 
as the two Beta riders fought over 
third. 

At the finish, it was Rahier in first, 
Rond a close four seconds back in 
second, de Roover and Piron still 
battling, Massant in fifth and Maddii, 
Autio, (Yuri) Khudiakow working up 
to eighth on his works CZ, Mainne 
(Belgium) on the second works 
Aprila, and Goete Liljegren of 
Finland (KTM) filling out the top 10. 

As the start timer hit zero for the 
second moto, Rahier again grabbed 
the holeshot, followed by Rond, de 
Roover and Piron. Austrians Michael 
Weiss (Can-Am) and Werner Fasching 
(KTM) surprisingly filled in the fifth 
and sixth place spots, followed by 
Massant in seventh. 

Rond immediately jumped on 
Rahier's back in an all-out effort to get 
by. On a fast uphill jump, Rond 


pulled alongside Rahier, but was cut- 





off and let off to settle for a secure 
second. 

A bobble by de Roover and Piron 
allowed Weiss to move up to third, but 
he then fell and dropped out of 
contention. At the halfway point it was 
Rahier and Rond, again alone, with 
de Roover, Piron, Massant, Austrian 
Gerhard Huber (Can-Am), and Autio 
all in pursuit. 

It was obvious from the start that 
the Czechs had not sorted out their 
clutch problems, as they both got near 
last place starts. Velky dropped out, 
but Churavy made a race-long 
progression up to ninth at the finish, 
netting himself two world 
championship points for the day. 

Two laps from the finish, fate struck 
de Roover, as his chain came off, 
allowing both Massant and Piron by. 
Massant had passed Piron on lap 10. 
In a desperate move, de Roover 
overtook Piron with one lap 
remaining, but could not get by 
Massant. 

At the finish, the order was: Rahier 
and Rond, (who both lapped the 10th 
place rider), Massant in third, and de 
Roover, Piron, Autio, Huber, 
Liljegren, Churavy and Frenchman 
Patrick Boniface (KTM) filling out the 
top 10. 

Due to Rahier's insistence on a 
recuperation period, the victory 
ceremony was postponed until after 
the second 500cc support moto. His 
two moto victories today, making it 10 
out of 16 motos, have given Rahier a 
total of 195 points, followed by Rond 
with 148 points. If the 29-year-old 
Belgian should choose to continue in 
this class next year, it looks like his 
only competition will come from a 
hopefully-healed Watanabe and the 
muscular Dutch 20-year-old Rond. 

Despite the fact that the factory 
water-cooled Yamahas have 36 h.p. 
and Rahier’s Suzuki has 34 h.p., a 
privateer on a modified stocker can 
still break into the top 10, as was today 
demonstrated by Matti Autio. e.

Little Kern 
environmental 
statement 
published 


PORTERVILLE, CA 

The Little Kern Environmental 
Statement has been completed 
with few revisions, announced 
Sequoia National Forest Super- 


visor John A. Leasure. The statement 
describes eight land use management 
options as well as a recommended land 
use plan for the 112,000 acre area in 
the Sierra Nevadas east of Porterville, 
California. 

The land use plan recommended by 
the Forest Service includes the 
following: 

Designation of 440 acres more of 

Wilderness Study Area in the 

northern half of the planning unit 

bringing the total to 49,440 acres; 

Trail access area was reduced by 

by 440 acres bringing the total to 

18,160 acres with the trails open 

to trail bikes on designated trails 

in the southern portion of the 

planning unit; 

Designation of a 44,200 acre area 

in the southwest portion of the 

unit for optimum timber pro- 

duction; 

Allowing campground develop- 

ment at Grey and Trout Meadows; 

An area reserved at Jordan Peak 

for a possible ski development;

(Below) Rick Graham leads Castle Rock Junior winner Jim 


Emphasis given to preservation of 

Little Kern Golden Trout by pro- 

viding an additional protection 

along their habitat; 

Construction of a two-lane paved 

road to Trout Meadow; and 

Development of a self-guided na- 

ture trail in the Freeman Creek 

Redwood Grove. 

"The recommended plan for 
implementation was developed after 
considering public response to the 
draft environmental statement issued 
last November," said Leasure. "The 
major changes in the draft statement 
were the inclusion of the Grasshopper 
Flat area in the Wilderness Study area, 


* provision of additional protection to 


the Little Kern Golden Trout habitat, 
and maintenance of a corridor along 
the road to Trout Meadow to retain a 
natural experience and encourage 
dispersed recreation use." 

Continuing, Leasure said, "It is 
important to remember that a land 
management plan is an allocation of 
land to various management activities. 
It is not a schedule for 
implementation. The specific 
management activities undertaken will 
depend on current needs and financial 
support.” 

Over 1,600 copies of the Little Kern 
Environmental Statement have been 
mailed to interested persons. Copies 
are available for review at libraries 
throughout California and at Sequoia 
National Forest offices located in 
Porterville, Springville, Pinehurst, 
California Hot Springs, Bakersfield, 
and Kernville.

After a 
crowded nine-rider start in the A

hanging about as close as two riders 
can get on the banked oval that 
produces a whole lotta’ speed. Those 
boys may be young but both have the 
experience to put on a great style 
show. Izatt won after taking the low 
groove in turn four and coming out 
under Lilya by half a bike’s length. 

The 250 class was four heats strong 
and Rod Peterson whipped to a fast, 
quick heat one lead, then went to the 
high groove in turn three-four and 
Larry Hooper dove down and around. 
Peterson nipped Hooper back right at 
the checkered flag. Glen Lilya and 
Todd Puett were the leaders of the 
third wave of bikes; Lilya beat Puett 
by half a bike despite Puett’s full-scale, 
last lap charge. Heat four didn’t break 
up and string out as usual, it was close 
all the way as Jim Booth aced out Cecil 
Arispe for a Trophy Dash spot. The 
Trophy Dash was won by Tony Speck 
after a duel with Booth. 

Despite mains to a C, there were 13 
riders in the 250 A. A two-row start 
brought howls of protest from 
spectators in the pit area as one rider 
was crowded out of the groove and off 
over the edge of turn one. Arispe was 
put off the same way and when the 
race was more than half over, Jim 
Booth and Kirk Howard tangled in 
turn one and both went down hard. 
Riders scattered to miss them and the 
race was red-flagged with Brett 
Howard, Todd Puett and Tony Speck 
declared trophy winners. 

Three heats of Mini’s produced 
their own break in the action of the 
larger bikes, Run after the 250’s and 
before the Open class, the little guys 
really turn on around the oval. First 
heat action came quickly as Robbie 
Blagg grabbed the lead followed by 
Barry Pelkey who used that low groove 
to pass Blagg in the three-four turn. 
The second wave had to be restarted 
and Troy Izatt got to the corner first. 
Andres Bales came out of the pack to 
challenge the leaders. He used the low 
groove to get by second place Rickey 
Russell but ran out of laps before 
overtaking Izatt. 

Matt Chambers handily won heat 
three and the Trophy Dash was a 
walkaway for Pelkey. The B Main was 
a fast one for the little guys — the Pont 
kids, Robbie and Rick made some fine 
maneuvers to get out of the pack to go 
after leader Bales and it looked for 
awhile like Robbie Pont might do it. 
Bales won by a whisker and Robbie 
Pont took a second. It was Pelkey 
again, all alone in the A Main, the 
toss-up was between Izatt, Bales and 
Joe Gonsalves. 

Two heats of Open bike riders 
churned up the dust. Louie Booth won 
the first by beating out Greg Wilson 
and Mark Mattheisen. Smoking Cecil 
Arispe took heat two after acing out 
Jim Seigel and Joe Diltz. 

After previous A Main escapades, 
everyone was edgy as nine riders left 
the A Main start line, to what ended as 
the smoothest race of the evening.

FARLEIGH CASTLE, WILTS, ENGLAND, JULY 3 


Honda works rider Brad Lackey 
of Concord, California won his 
first Grand Prix after five years 
of competing in 500cc World 


Championship MX. Lackey 
took the start and fought battles 
with two-time World Champion 
Bengt Aberg and last year's 
runner up in the 500cc Championship, 
Gerrit Wolsink, to post a first race win 
and then followed it up in the second 
race with a fourth place to score the 
overall win. After Brad's third overall 
in the United States and a second 
overall in the Canadian round he 
returned to Europe with one thing on 
his mind: to win the British Grand 
Prix. He didn't fall short of his goal. 
The racing took place outside the 
town of Wilts and was organized by 
the West Wilts Motor Club and spon- 
sored by Champion Spark Plug 
Europe. The Farleigh Castle, perched 
on the hillside, looks down upon a cir- 
cuit that is a combination of slippery 
gras, hard ground, deep ruts, a 
stream crossing that turned into an 
axle deep mudhole and a steep uphill 
section with three steps that shot riders 
into the air and tried to buck them off. 
Lackey wasted no time in making 
his pre-race plans a reality as he 
rocketed his Steve Whitelock-tuned 
RC400 works Honda into the lead 
going into the first right hand turn 
from the grassy starting area. Brad set 
his Honda a little wide for the second 
corner and Graham Noyce slipped in 





on the inside cutting Brad off with his 
Roy Read-tuned 440cc Maico using a 
new cylinder and an added section on 
the cone of his Wheelsmith pipe. 

Following Graham through the hole 
at the second corner were Bob 
Wright’s CCM and Bengt Aberg on 
the 500cc four-stroke Yamaha. Wright 
got by Noyce, and as they came 
around to complete lap one it was 
Wright out ahead followed by Noyce, 
Aberg and Lackey. 

Both Mikkola and DeCoster had 
gotten bad starts, and on the first lap 
Roger’s 385cc Suzuki caused him to 
crash when the throttle stuck wide 
open. He got it going again and made 
it to the pits to get the bike 
straightened out losing about 10 
seconds and putting him in last place. 
DeCoster's luck didn't favor him at all, 
and he suffered a high speed crash on 
a steep downhill, both brakes on full 
lock and the engine screaming away 
with the throttle stuck again four laps 
from the finish. 

Heikki's own crash broke the front 
brake lever. He tried to continue and 
managed to work his way up to 12th 
place but without the front brake it 
was impossible to ride. He crashed 
agaon on lap 14 and wisely retired. 

Wolsink had started slowly, too, 
11th on the third lap. 

On the fourth lap, Lackey caught 


and passed Aberg for third place. 
Then on the very next lap he passed 
Wright and got by Graham when 
young Noyce stalled his engine in the 
mud and then got going only to crash 
out, break his clutch lever and retire. 


Bengt moved right up with Brad to 
take second place. The two were 
locked in a terrific battle until Bengt 
faded back with fatigue in the broiling 
sun and Gerrit caught and passed him 
on lap 20 with four laps to go. Wolsink 
made his climb to the top by moving 
up to seventh on lap eight, fifth by lap 
twelve then passing Schmitz on lap 
17 and finally getting by Aberg three 
laps later. Wolsink actually caught up 
to Brad and was making contact to 
pass but Brad's physical condition and 
his ability to give that extra push that 
is needed to stay ahead paid off. He 
held off the hard charging Wolsink to 
take the win at the checkers by four 
seconds. 


Talk about luck; on the last corner 
of the last lap Gerrit hit a hard bump 
and his chain jumped off. When he 
gave it a handful there was no response 
and he actually coasted across the line 
to collect 12 points. 


Aberg was able to hold off Herbert 
Schmitz to take third place with 250 
GP contender Andy Roberton scoring 
no points for his fifth place. Bob 
Wright, Adolf Weil, Hakan Ander- 
sson, Ivan van der Broek and Jaak Van 
Velthoven filled out the top 10. 

Roberton and Hudson were non 
scorers in the 500cc table, and Wright 
was disqualified after the meeting. 

Brad stayed cool and calm between 
the races. There was one more race to 
go, and he wanted a high enough 
placing to win the Grand Prix. With 
Heikki and Roger out in the first race 
his main threat for the overall win was 
Gerrit Wolsink who had finished 
second in the first race. 

Wright and Noyce took the start of 
the second race with the Union Jacks 
waving frantically for the two British 
riders in the lead. John Banks also got 
a good start and the home crowd was 
pumped. Their delight did not last 
long as Wright crashed out and both 
Lackey and Schmitz moved ahead of 
Noyce as they came around to com- 
plete lap one. Herbert passed Brad on 
lap two and held onto to the lead until 
Graham rallied and pulled ahead of 
Herbert for the lead on lap eight. 

Brad’s RC was having throttle 
problems coming out of the mudhole, 
and Brad was forced to take it easy 
and use the clutch and throttle to keep 
the revs right and prevent the throttle 
from sticking wide open. 

Heikki got a better start in eighth 
place and moved up to sixth by lap 
three. He jumped up behind Brad for 
fourth spot on lap eight and then got 
by Brad's ailing Honda on lap 10. 
Noyce and Banks were racing in the 
number one and two spots and Heikki 
swept by both the British stars on the 

_15th lap for the commanding lead that 
he took unchallenged to the checkered 
flag in 23 laps in a time of 44.41 
compared to Brad's 24 laps in 45.32. 


DeCoster’s bad luck dogged him 
again when he was forced to pull out 
on the first lap with a sticking throttle. 
He watched as Mikkola stretched his 
World Championship lead by another 
15 points. Herbert Schmitz had fallen 


down to fifth place when he ran off the 
course. Noyce passed him and then he 
crashed once more on lap 21 while 
lying seventh which put him out of the 
race. Two laps from the finish, Banks 
rallied and got by Noyce for second. 


Wolsink had many problems in his 
race for 10th place. His throttle stuck 
wide open twice, once when coming 
out of the water hole and with his 
engine wide open he sidepunched

Adolf Weil right off the course. Gerrit 
crashed, and before he could get his 
385cc Suzuki restarted, another 
passing rider rammed Gerrit who was 
on the edge of the course on a sharp 
bend. Gerrit straightened out the front 
end as best he could, carried on and 
had the throttle stick again. He kept 
going, got things under control for his 
10th place. 

Brad was warmly congratulated by 
Heikki, Roger and Gerrit who can 
remember what their first GP win was 
like. Brad has finished in number two 
spot several times, to win a Grand Prix 
is now the highest peak of his five years 
in racing for the World Champion- 
ship. 

As Brad said after the race, “I was 
consistently high this weekend when 
everybody else wasn’t. I came to 
England to win and it feels good to 
have done it.” 

What does he feel about the rest of 
the season with a month lay-off until 
the Belgian GP on the seventh of 
August? 

"I'm not going to telephone Lori; I 
want to be there to tell her myself. My 
birthday is on the sixth, daughter Lia’s 
is on the eighth, and then I'm going to 
spend the month of July training hard 
but relaxing a lot also. No racing, 
maybe we'll head for Montana to do 
some backpacking and camping in the 
mountains, get back to nature and 
take it easy. I'm coming back to 
Europe enough ahead of the Belgian 
GP to get my head tuned up again for 
the three remaining races. I want to 
win as many of those six remaining 
motos as I can." 

The only bad note of the day was 
Bob Wright's disqualification from the 
first race. He was riding a 600cc CCM, 
everybody knew about it, and when the 
International Jury members were ap- 
proached and asked what was going to 
be done about it they were obliged to 
request that the first five machines 
scoring World Championship points 
be measured. Alan Clews, owner of 
the Clews Competition Machines, 
refused to have the bike measured and 
the machine was taken against the or- 


ders of the International Jury from the 
parc ferme. Clews argued that his 
machine had finished sixth and that 
the International Jury was 
discriminating. The matter will be 
reported to the ACU and the FIM for 
action against the cheating matter. 


The official results weren't 
published until nine in the evening. In 
the first race with Roberton and Hud- 
son scoring no points and Wright 
disqualified. seventh place through 
13th scored World Championship 
points. In the second race, Roberton 
and Mayes scored no points, so eighth 
through 12th picked up points, out of 
sequence. 


Brad was joined on the winner's 


rostrum by Andy Roberton whose 5-7 
score was good enough for second 
overall. Gerrit Wolsink was third man 
for the day with his 2-10 score. e

I and my fellow members of that 
rascally gang, the Salt. Lake 
Motorcycle Club, are certainly tired of 
all the gruesome details of that muddy 
mess which was Cherry Creek 1977.

afternoon and evening rains and soon 
enough before the race to do anything 
about it including report back — the 


fatal error. i 
The Bees' helicopter removed about 


50 bikes on Wednesday. Due to the 
impassible conditions only a trickle left 
between then and when the club quit 
working at four in the morning 
Monday. According to Mr. Cross’ 
reckoning, therefore, almost 100 bikes 
were rescued between the latter time 
7:00 p.m. Sunday night, mostly by the 
club that did not care. 

If Mr. Cross cares to find out the 
facts about Cherry Creek to the best of 
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my knowledge as one who was there 
before, during and after the race and 
talked to many club members and 
riders afterward, I refer him to “Cycle 
News of June 1. 

Utah riders’ complaint that they 
have to race Cherry Creek for their 
points is justified. Perhaps Idaho rider 
Cross will from now on spend more 
time in Idaho and Nevada and less in 
Utah.
